Beit enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Terrilory of Minnesota :

Sgeriox 1. That so much land in the county of Stearns ,and Territery
of Minnesota, as has been snrveyed, platted and recorded in the office of
the Register of Deeds for said connty, under the names and titles of St.
Cloud and St. Cloud City, and that portion which has been surveyed and
platted as Long’s addition to St. Cloud, and also that portion which bas
been surveyed and platted as Edelbrock’s second addition to St. Cloud, be
and the same is hereby created a town corporate, by the name of St.
Cloud. )

Sec. 2. That for the good order and government of said town, it shall
be lawful for the male inhubitants thereof, having the qualifientions of
cleetors of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota, to
meet at the place of holding the last general election in the precinct of St.
Cloud, on the first Wednesday of April next, and at the same time annual-
ly thereafter, ot such pluce in said town as the town council may direct,
and then and there proceed by ballot to elect one President, one Revor-
der and three Trustees, being householders of said town, and having the
qualifications of electors os aforesaid, who shall hold their offices one year
and until their successors shall be e'ected and gualified, and euch President,
Recorder and Trustees, being so elected and quulified, shall coustitute the
town co.meil of muid town; any three of whom shull constitute . quorum
:or the transaction of busine-s pertaining to their duties.

Sec. 3. At the first election to be holdeu under this act, thera shall
be -chosen viva vace by the electurs present al the time for opening the
polls on the day for holding said first election, 1wo judges, and & clerk of
#aid election, who shall tuke nn oath or atlimation fulthfully to discharge
the duties required of t e by this act, and at all sulisequent elections tie
Trostees, or uuy two of them, and the Recorder, or in bis absence, some
person to be appointed by the judges, shull be clerk, The polls shall be
opened between the hours of ten und eleven o'clock in the torenoon, and
close at four v'clock in the afteruoon of said duy; snd ut the close of the polls
tho votes shall be counted, aud a true statemest thereof proclaimed to the
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voters presant by one of the judges, and the clerk shell make a trus record
thereof, and within five days thereafter, ho shall giva notice to the persons
8o elected of their election; and it ehall be the daty of the said town coun-
cil, at loast ten days before each and every election, to give Dotica of the
san:le by setting up advertisements at three of the moet public places in
said town,

Sec. 4. Each member of said town council, before entering upon the Take oath

duties of his office, shall take an oath or affirmation to support the consti-
tation of the United States, and also an cath of office.

Sec, 5, The Presideat, Recorder and Trustees of said town shall becrﬂ“dr::‘!

and are hereby created a body corporate and politic, with perpetnal succes-
sion, to be known and distinguished by the name and style of ** The Town
of Saint Cload,” and shall be capable in law by their corporate name
aforesaid, to acquire property, real, personal and mixed, for the use of said
town, and may sell and convay the same at pleasure. They may bave &
common seal, which they may break, alter or renew at pleasure. They
may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, defend and be defended in
oll manper of actions in all courts of law and equity; and when any suit
shall lyo commenced against said corporation, the first process shall be
served by an attested copy thereof, left with the Recorder, or at his usual
place of residence, at lenst six days previous to the return day of such pro-
cer

side 2t all meetings of the town council; and the Recorder shall attend all  corder.

meetings of the town council, and make a fair and eccarate record of all
their procgedings, and of the by-laws, rules and ordinances made or passed
by the common council aforesaid, and the same shall at all times be open
for inspection of the electors of said town; but in case of the absence, or
inability of the Recorder, the Trustees may appoint oune of their body
clerk, pro tempore.

8zc, 7. The town council shall have power to fill all vacancies which Fill vecansies

may bappen in said board, from the honscholders who are qualified voters
of said town, who shall hold their appointments until the next annual elec-
tion, and until successors shall be elected and qualified; and in the absence
of the President and Recorder from any meeting of the town council, the
Trusteea shall have power to appoint any two of their number to perform
the duties of President and Recorder for the time being.

Src. 8. The said town council shall have power to mske, ordain and Fewers of town

establish by-laws, ordinances, rules and regulations for the government of
said town; and the same to alter, amend or repeal at pleasure, to provide
insoch by-laws for the appointment or election of a Treasurer, town Mar-
shal, and all the sobordinate officers, which they may think necessary for
the good government and well being of said town; to prescribe their duties
and determine the period of their appointment, and the foes they shall be
entitled to receive for their respective services, when the same is not oth-
erwise provided for by this act, and to require of them to take an cath of
office previius to entering upon the duties of their respective offices, and
may further require of them o bond with security conditioned for the
faithfu] performance of their respective offices,  The town cousdil ehall al-
go have power to fix to the violations of the by-laws and ordinances of the
corporation, reascnable fines nnd penalties: Provided, That such by-laws
and otdinances be not inconsiatent with the constitution and laws of the
United States, or of this Territory. And provided, alao, that ne by-laws
or ordinances of aaid corporation shall take effect or be in force until the

Sec. 9. The town council shall, at the expiration of each and every
yvear, cause to be made out and posted up as aforesaid, the receipts and ex-
penditures of the preceeding year.

Sre. 10, The town council shall have power to regulate and improve
the levees, streets and alleys, and determine the width of side-walks in said
town; to regulate the public grounds, to erect & new market house, and
regulate the markets, to remove all nuisances and obstructions {rom the
streets and commons of said town, and do all things which similar corpora-
tions have power to do, in order to provide for and secure health, cleanli-
ness and good order in said town. .

Sec. 11. For the purpose of more eflfectually enabling the said town
council to earry into eflect the provisiona of this aet, they are hereby au-
thorized and empowered to nssess o tax for corporatiop purposes, upon the
property within the limits of zaid corporation, made taxable by the laws of
thig Territory, go that said tax shall not oxceed in any one year, five mills
on the dollar of valuation, ss the same may be found on the books of the
colinty commissioners of the county within which said town may be loca-
ted at the timo of assessing said tux, The tc wn shall also have power if
authorized to do so by a majority of all the electors in said town, at any
meeting called for that purpose, to levy an udditional tax as above speci-
fied, sufficient to organize and establish o fire company, and purchase an
engine, hose and other neccssary apparatus for the extinguishment of fires
in said town; public notice of which meeting and the object thereof, shall
be given by posting up a written or printed notice thereof, in ai least
three of the most public places in said town, ten days before the time of
such meeting.

Sec. 12. When any tax is levied, it shall be tho duty of the Recorder
to make ont a duplicate of the taxes, charging each individual owniug
property in said corporation with the amonnt assessed on cach item of
property, ns found on the books of the County Commissioners of said
county, which duplicate shall be certified by the President and Recorder,
and one copy thereof shall be placed in the hands of the Marshal, or such
other person ns shall be appointed collector, whose duty it shall be to col-
lect said tax, in the sume manner and under the same regulations as other
county taxes are collected; and the said Marshal, or such other person ns
shall be appointed collector, shall, immediately after collecting eaid tax,
pay the same over to the treasurer of snid corporation, and take his re-
ceipt therefor; and the snid Marshal or other collector, shall have the same
power to sell both real and personal property, for the non-payment of the
corpuration taxes os is given to the county collector; and when necessary,
the Recorder shall have power to make deeds in the same manner that
sheriffs do; and the Marshal or other collector shall receive for his fees
such som as the town council may direct, not exceeding six per centum on
all the moneys so by him collected, to be paid by the Treasurer on the or-
der of the Recorder.

Sec. 18, The President, Recorder or other officers of said corporation
shali, on demand, deliver to their successors in office, all auch books and
other property, as appertain in any wise to said corporation,

Sec. 14. It shall bes the duty of said town council, as soon as the title
of said Jands shall be obtained from the government of the United States,
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to ascertain the number of persons entitled to lots orsquares within the
said town, who may have a valid right, either by an original claim, or hy
transfer from any person or persons having made an original claim to said
lands, and to deed uncler the hand of the President, and nttested by the
Recorler, and sealed with the seal of the said corporation, to every such
person entitled as aforesaid, the lots or squares of land to which every such
person may be entitled as aforesaid; Provided, that no street or alley shall
be so deeded;-and provided also, Lthat any person or persons to whom lots
or squnres shall bo deeded as aforesaid, shall previousty have paid to the
Treasurer or Recorder of said town, at the rate of two dollars per acre for
all lots or squares so decded.

Skc. 15. The county seat of Stearns county is hereby located at the
town of 8t. Cloud, on Columbia square, in said town, as recorded at Lhe
office of Register of Deeds for Stearns county.

Sec. 16. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its
passage.
